The wounded man was rushed by automobile to Passa- 
vant hospital where he was attended by Dr. Bowe and Dr. 

The shock and resultant loss of blood was such that 
Crawford passed away at 5 o’clock Wednesday afternoon. 
All of the shots were fired, according to witnesses, at a 
distance of about twenty feet.

One of the best proofs, that til* 
newly created United States vet­ 
erans’ bureau is functioning ef­ 
ficiently and in the best interests 
of the disabled ex-service men, 
lies in the work of the clean-up 
squads. 
These squads are organ­ 
ized through the district office 
and there is, at the present time, 
one squad operating in each of 
the 
foity-eight 
states 
of 
the 
union. 
Th** 
United 
States 
veterans’ 
bureau is a government bureau 
which came into being upon the 
enactment of the Sweet bill in 
July of this year and is composed 
of three old government agencies, 
the federal board for vocational 
education. United States public 
health service and the bureau of 
war risk insurance, all of which 
were consolidated to form tills 
new* agency. 
This district, which 
is the eighth, comprises the states 
of Illinois, Michigan and Wiscon­ 
sin, Hie district office being at 
Chicago, 111. 
Fourteen District Offices 
In order to give service and 
eliminate "red tape," the veter­ 
ans’ bureau has been organized 
on a decentralization plan. Fo ur­ 
teen district offices have been es­ 
tablished in difierent parts of the 
country, and under these, there 
are 140 sub-district offices in op­ 
eration. 
The outstanding fea­ 
ture of this plan is that men de­ 
siring relief or training from the 
government can gef it directly 
from the district office, whereas 
formerly it was necessary for ad­ 
justments and authorizations to | 
be 
mad** 
from 
Washington. 
Through decentralization, tile bu­ 
reau 
has 
established 
personal 
contact with tile ex-service men 
who ar its wards, and today every j 
disabled man can easily ii ii ti the j 
means to talk over ll is case per­ 
sonally with a bureau represent­ 
ative. 
The clean-up squads, one of 
which is operating in each state, 
that is Michigan, Wisconsin and 
illinois, is one of the most suc­ 
cessful means of bringing the b u ­ 
reau to the disabled ex-service 
man. 
Each squad consists of a 
compensation expert a training 
expert, a physician and a secre­ 
tary, who are sent out from the 
bureau; and further than 
this 
all squads in this district are now 
accompanied by a representative 
of the American Legion and the 
American 
Red 
Cross. 
These 
squads travel about in the state 
and establish 
headquarters 
for 
several days at some town which 
is the center of population 
in 
the district. 
The ex-service men 
living within a radius of twenty- 
five or fifty miles of that town 
can come to he squad for person­

Eastern questions although 
it may be drawn 
into the dis­ 
cussion later. 
No 
proposition 
concerning 
readjustment of foreign I nth hi- 
ednesa to the t’nited States M 
suiting from the war will be ad­ 
vanced by the British delegates. 
In fact there is every evidence 
that the British instructions con­ 
template a very Brid adherence 
to the agenda proposed 
by the 
rutted States as a basis for the 
conference. 
It is known that the 
French delegation is of the same 
mind.
